Harrington does not disclose that the ball is 
partially spherical as stated by applicant in the remarks. Applicant is only claiming that the ball bearing is adapted to to articulate with the 
shell, which the spherical ball bearing of Harrington is capable of doing. Therefore, Applicant's remarks and amendment fail to place the 
application in condition for allowance.. 
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
